To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Council  of  Durham. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  this  my  last  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the 
administrative  county  and  the  work  of  the  County  Health  Department 
for  the  year  1962. 

The  birth  rate  and  death  rate  showed  slight  increases  from  18.2  to 
18.6  per  thousand  population  and  from  11.2  to  11.6  per  thousand  popu- 
lation respectively.  The  low  rates  for  maternal  mortality  and  infant 
mortality  referred  to  in  my  last  report  were  not  maintained  but  the  still 
birth  rate  was  further  reduced  from  22.2  to  19.7  per  thousand  total  births. 
This  latter  rate  was  the  lowest  on  record  for  this  administrative  county 
as  was  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  35.7  per  thousand  total  births. 

The  attack  rate  of  0.50  per  thousand  population  and  the  death  rate  of 
0.06  per  thousand  population  for  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  were  also  the 
lowest  on  record,  but  the  rates  for  lung  cancer  (0.45  per  thousand  pop- 
ulation) and  cancer  of  all  forms  (2.08  per  thousand  population)  were 
the  highest  ever  recorded. 

The  Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  2/62  asked  local  health  authorities 
to  submit  proposals  for  the  development  of  their  health  and  welfare 
services  during  the  period  1962  to  1972.  The  proposals  submitted 
envisage  a considerable  expansion  of  mental  health  and  other  community 
health  services. 

The  most  pleasing  feature  of  the  work  of  the  year  was  the  progress 
made  in  the  mental  health  service  with  the  opening  of  our  first  adult 
residential  training  centre,  further  details  of  which  are  given  under  the 
section  headed  “Mental  Health  Service”. 

I welcome  another  opportunity  of  thanking  members  of  the  Health 
Department  staff  for  their  assistance  during  the  year,  and  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support.

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COMMITTEES. 

The  administration  of  matters  affecting  public  health  and  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Acts,  1946-1952,  and  the  National  Assistance 
Acts,  1948  and  1951  in  so  far  as  they  affect  the  County  Council,  devolve 
upon  the  Health  Committee.  In  connection  with  the  administration 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Acts  the  following  standing  committees 
have  been  established. — 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare

These  sub-committees,  with  the  exception  of  the  Mental  Health 
Sub-Committee  which  meets  bimonthly,  have  meetings  in  each  month 
except  August.  In  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  National 
Assistance  Acts  there  is  a standing  Welfare  Sub-Committee  which  meets 
monthly  except  in  August. 


AREA. 

The  area  of  the  administrative  county  is  620,276  acres — 143,044  in 
municipal  boroughs  and  urban  districts  and  477,232  in  rural  districts — 
the  density  of  population  being  1.55  persons  per  acre. 

The  administrative  county  consists  of  four  municipal  boroughs, 
21  urban  districts  and  10  rural  districts.  The  area  of  each  of  these 
districts  is  given  in  Table  B,  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


POPULATION. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  for  the  administrative 
county  for  mid- year  1962  is  964,550,  and  shows  an  increase  of  5,500 
compared  with  his  estimate  for  mid-year  1961.  The  estimated  population 
of  each  sanitary  district  in  the  administrative  county  is  given  in  Table  B, 
at  the  end  of  this  report. 


RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  administrative  county  on  the  1st  April, 
1962,  was  £10,596,904,  and  a penny  rate  represented  the  sum  of  £41,723. 


BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH-RATES. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  administrative  county 
during  1962  was  17,910,  equal  to  a rate  of  18.6  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  18.2  for  the  previous  year.  The  provisional  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1962  is  18.0. 

Of  the  total  live  births  registered,  8,887  males  and  8,340  females 
were  legitimate  and  364  males  and  319  females  illegitimate,  the  percentage 
of  illegitimate  live  births  to  total  live  births  being  3.8  compared  with 
3.1  in  1961. 
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The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  was  359,  equal  to  a rate  of  19.7 
per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births,  compared  with  22.7  during  1961.  Of 
the  stillbirths  registered  173  males  and  165  females  were  legitimate  and 
9 males  and  12  females  illegitimate. 

The  still-birth-rate  among  illegitimate  children  was  30  per  1,000 
(live  and  still)  births. 

The  adjusted  birth-rate  for  the  administrative  county,  in  accordance 
with  the  comparability  factor  (0.96)  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General, 
is  17.9  per  1,000  population. 


DEATHS  AND  DEATH-RATES. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  administrative  county  during 
the  year,  after  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  was  11,223, 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  11.6  per  1,000  population  compared  with  11.2 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  adjusted  death-rate  for  the  administrative  county,  in  accordance 
with  the  comparability  factor  (1.23)  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General, 
is  14.3  per  1,000  population. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  registered 
during  the  year  was  467,  an  increase  of  60  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  26  compared 
with  23  in  1961. 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate — the  combined  stillbirths  and  deaths 
in  the  first  week  of  life  expressed  as  a rate  per  1,000  total  births — and  the 
early  neo-natal  mortality  rate — deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life,  per  1,000 
live  births — are  shown  in  the  following  table,  along  with  the  infant 
mortality  rate  after  the  first  week,  per  1,000  total  births.

The  death-rate  of  legitimate  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000 
legitimate  live  births  was  26.1,  while  the  death-rate  of  illegitimate  infants 
per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births  was  23.4. 
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Of  the  467  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  192  or  41  % were 
registered  as  being  due  to  prematurity  occurring  during  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life. 

The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  19.3  compared 
with  16.3  in  1960.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Medical  Research  Council,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  continues  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  public 
health  laboratory  service. 

The  laboratories  situated  at  the  General  Hospital,  Newcastle  upon 
Tyne,  Havelock  Hospital,  Sunderland,  General  Hospital,  Middlesbrough 
and  the  Friarage  Hospital,  Northallerton,  undertake  examinations  for  the 
administrative  county  area. 


TREATMENT  CENTRES  and  CLINICS. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. — The  number  of  welfare 
centres  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  97. 

Dental  Clinics. — Twenty-five  clinics  were  in  operation  during  the  year. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. — Sessions  were  being  held  at  40  centres  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  At  centres  where  numbers  do  not  justify  special  sessions 
advice  is  given  at  child  welfare  centres. 


Post-Natal  Clinics. — At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  centres 
at  which  post-natal  sessions  were  held  was  12.  At  centres  where  numbers 
do  not  justify  special  sessions,  advice  is  given  at  ante-natal  clinics. 

Birth  Control  Clinics. — At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  centres 
at  which  birth-control  sessions  were  held  was  *18.  At  some  centres  where 
the  numbers  attending  did  not  justify  special  sessions,  birth-control  advice 
was  given  at  combined  sessions. 

Day  Nurseries. — Four  day  nurseries  were  in  use  during  the  year. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics. — The  number  of  centres  using  ultra-violet 
ray  lamps  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  29. 

Health  Education  and  Relaxation  Classes. — At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  number  of  centres  holding  these  classes  was  11. 
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NURSING  HOMES. 

During  the  year  no  applications  were  made  to  the  County  Council 
under  section  194  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  delegation  of 
their  powers  to  district  councils.  The  maternity  and  nursing  homes  were 
periodically  inspected.

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Post-Natal  Clinics. — Table  5 shows  the  numbers  on  the  books  and 
the  attendances  made.  In  addition  to  1 30  mothers  who  attended  the 
special  sessions,  137  were  examined  post-natally  at  ante-natal  clinics. 

As  there  were  no  attendances,  the  clinic  at  Seaham  was  closed  1st 
April. 

Birth  Control  Clinics. — Table  6 shows  the  numbers  and  attendances 
during  the  year.  In  addition  to  1,356  mothers  who  attended  special 
sessions,  24  mothers  made  46  attendances  at  combined  sessions. 

From  1st  July  birth  control  advice  was  given  at  Peterlee. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics. — Treatment  was  given  at  30  centres.  The 
numbers  attending  were  917  and  the  attendances  were  12,106.  Details 
are  shown  in  Table  7. 

As  there  were  no  attendances,  the  clinic  at  Consett  was  closed  on 
15th  June. 

Health  and  Relaxation  Classes. — Classes  were  held  at  1 1 centres. 
The  numbers  attending  were  334  and  the  attendances  were  1 ,649.  Details 
are  shown  in  Table  8.

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Once  again  the  number  of  mothers  attending  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Dental  Clinics  is  disappointing — but  this  is  no  doubt  due  in  some 
part  to  their  being  able  to  receive  treatment  from  private  practitioners 
without  charge  and  providing  they  receive  treatment  somewhere  there  is 
no  problem. 

As  to  the  pre-school  children,  the  number  receiving  dental  treatment 
has  increased  slightly  but  our  ambition  is  to  inspect  each  child  who 
attains  the  age  of  three  years  and  thereby  eliminate  the  vast  amount  of 
caries  often  present  when  the  child  first  attends  school.  This  will  also 
ease  the  problem  of  orthodontic  treatment  often  necessary  because  of 
the  early  loss  of  deciduous  teeth. 

Since  the  last  report  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  treatment  is  now 
also  available  at  Ryton  and  Spennymoor  Clinics  and  in  the  four  mobile 
vans. 


WELFARE  FOODS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  welfare  foods  were  being  distributed  from 
131  centres  (97  maternity  and  child  welfare  centres  and  34  other  premises). 

Members  of  voluntary  committees  at  71  welfare  centres  continued  to 
accept  responsibility  for  both  the  distribution  and  clerical  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  scheme.

With  regard  to  the  28  cases  in  which  medical  help  was  requisitioned 
on  account  of  rise  of  temperature,  two  were  subsequently  notified  as 
puerperal  pyrexia.  None  of  these  received  in-patient  hospital  treatment 

Of  the  3 3 cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  one  was  notified  as 
ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

Maternity  outfits  are  available  free  of  charge  for  all  domiciliary 
confinements  and  the  number  issued  during  the  year  was  8,263.

PREMATURITY. 


Care  of  Premature  Infants. — Equipment  for  the  home  nursing  of 
premature  infants,  including  lined  “ Sorrento  ” cots,  with  mattress, 
blankets,  sheets,  hot  water  bottles,  gamgee  outfits  and  “ Belcroy  ” feeders 
is  kept  centrally,  and  is  available  at  short  notice  to  any  midwife  who 
requires  it.  The  midwife  attends  the  premature  baby  very  frequently 
for  as  long  as  is  necessary. 

There  are  no  special  hospital  units  for  premature  infants  but  if 
institutional  treatment  is  considered  desirable  the  general  practitioner 
arranges  admission  to  a paediatric  unit.  A “ moses  ” basket  is  provided 
for  transit.  Table  13  gives  details  of  premature  births  during  1962.

The  Registrar  General  has  allocated  to  the  administrative  county 
for  1962,  six  deaths  under  heading  No.  30— Pregnancy,  childbirth, 
abortion  (see  Table  D),  which  gives  a maternal  mortality  rate  of  0.33 
per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths. 


Enquiries  have,  however,  been  made  into  eleven  deaths  from  maternal 
causes,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  report  forms  for  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  this  figure  has  been  used  for  the  calculation  of  the  maternal 
mortality  rate  of  0.60  for  the  administrative  county.

HOME  NURSING. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  121  whole-time  district  nurses  were  employed 
and  three  part-time  district  nurses.  There  were  also  31  district  nurse- 
midwives  who  spent  approximately  half  their  time  on  home  nursing 
duties,  the  establishment  being  125  and  41  respectively. 


Good  relations  and  liaison  with  hospitals  and  general  practitioners 
continues.  The  case  load  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  remains  small 
and  visits  accordingly  are  low.  These  visits  in  the  main  are  for  injection 
therapy  only.  The  number  of  patients  65  years  and  over  remains  little 
changed  and  visits  to  these  patients  continue  to  be  high. 

Maternal  complications  continue  to  be  low  as  do  the  cases  of 
infectious  diseases,  injection  therapy  again  is  the  main  treatment  of  these 
cases. 

Student  nurses  from  Dry  burn  and  Shotley  Bridge  hospitals  have 
accompanied  district  nurses  for  district  experience. 

Table  15  gives  details  of  the  cases  and  visits,  with  comparative  figures 
for  1961. 
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HEALTH  VISITING. 

Health  visitors  continued  their  work  in  regard  to  the  state  of  the 
public  health  in  the  county.  The  social  aspects  of  disease,  of  organised 
home  care  and  a broad  vision  of  community  health  have  been  within  the 
health  visitois’  daily  purview. 

Mothers  and  young  children  have  been  visited  in  their  own  homes  and 
advice  given  on  all  aspects  of  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  family,  special 
attention  being  paid  to  children  with  congenital  abnormalities  both 
physical  and  mental.  Liaison  with  paediatricians  provided  the  health 
visitor  with  case  and  tretment  notes  of  children  discharged  from  hospital, 
thus  enabling  the  health  visitor  to  ensure  that  care  at  home  was  continued. 

Special  investigations  were  made  by  the  health  visitor  during  the 
year  in  the  case  of. — 

(a)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  inflammation  of  the  eyes  of  newly 
bom  children  ; 

(b)  Phenylketonuria  ; 

(c)  Children  thought  to  be  “at  risk”  for  deafness  ; 

( d ) Still  births  ; 

( e ) Deaths  of  children  under  5,  including  those  occurring  from 
pneumonia,  bronchitis,  prematurity  and  accident  ; 

(/)  Maternal  mortality  ; 

(g)  The  effects  of  the  drug  thalidomide  ; 

(/?)  Cases  of  leukaemia  ; 

(/)  A special  study  of  the  development  of  children  in  conjunction 
with  a neighbouring  authority. 

Close  co-operation  continued  with  Moral  Welfare  Workers  in  the 
care  of  the  unmarried  mother  and  her  child,  and  with  the  Children’s 
Officer  in  cases  of  boarding  out  and  adoption. 

Intensive  work  was  done  by  the  health  visitors  to  prevent  the  break-up 
of  families.  Co-operation  was  maintained  with  such  societies  as  the 
“Invalid  Children’s  Aid’’,  the  Samaritan  Society,  the  Leukaemia  Asso- 
ciation and  with  Parents  Societies  for  mentally  handicapped  children. 

An  increasing  amount  of  time  was  spent  in  assisting  with  programmes 
for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  and  for  diphtheria  immunisation,  and  visits 
were  paid  to  advise  parents  of  children  regarding  protection. 

Health  education  continues  as. — 

(a)  Individual  teaching  in  the  home  ; 

(b)  Group  discussions  in  centres  and  to  various  denomina- 
tional and  professional  bodies. 

There  are  over  30  mothers’  clubs  in  the  county  and  health  visitors 
were  active  in  these  during  the  year. 

All  the  health  visitors  continued  to  carry  out  their  duties  in  the 
School  Health  Service. 

Health  visitors  visited  the  mentally  subnormal  in  their  own  homes, 
giving  advice  and  support  to  both  them  and  their  relatives. 
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Health  visitors  gave  advice  and  encouragement  to  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis and  their  families.  Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  follow-up 
of  contacts,  the  field  of  which  was  widened  to  include  those  outside  the 
immediate  family  circle.  Attendance  at  chest  clinics  maintained  the  link 
between  the  chest  physician  and  the  home.  Heaf  testing  was  undertaken 
by  the  health  visitors  and  they  assisted  with  B.C.G.  vaccinations  in  the 
chest  clinics  and  in  schools.  In  tuberculous  households  requiring  the 
services  of  a home  help  the  health  visitor  visited,  giving  advice  on  the 
prevention  of  the  spread  of  infection. 

Good  liaison  continued  with  medical  staffs,  almoners  and,  in  some 
cases,  with  ward  sisters  of  hospitals  as  well  as  with  teaching  staffs.  Indiv- 
idual case  notes,  with  recommendations  for  continued  care  in  their  own 
homes,  were  given  in  many  instances  and  for  all  age  groups,  and  the  health 
visitors  were  able,  at  their  follow-up  visit,  to  advise  both  statutory  and 
voluntary  aid  to  maintain  good  care  and  after-care  on  discharge  from 
hospital.  Cases  were  then  visited  according  to  need  and  extent  of 
rehabilitation. 

The  duties  of  the  health  visitor  in  respect  of  the  aged  in  the  com- 
munity continued  to  increase  during  the  year.  A very  close  relationship 
exists  with  a number  of  hospitals  who  provide  lists  of  discharges  on  a 
regular  basis.  This  applied  to  long  stay  geriatric  hospitals,  general 
hospitals  with  geriatric  units,  to  accident  hospitals  or  units  and  to  those 
dealing  with  eye  conditions  in  the  aged. 

During  the  year  all  cases  awaiting  admission  to  residential  accom- 
modation were  visited  and  visits  were  continued  during  the  waiting  period 
according  to  the  patient’s  need. 


HEALTH  VISITOR'S  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

Eight  of  the  nine  students  in  training  were  successful  in  obtaining  the 
health  visitors  certificate  at  the  first  attempt,  while  the  remaining  one  was 
successful  at  the  second  attempt. 

Summary  of  the  Work  done  by  Health  Visitors. — The  work  of  the 
health  visitors  during  the  year  is  summarised  in  Table  16. 


HEALTH  VISITOR  AND  GENERAL  PRACTITIONER. 

The  pilot  scheme  which  was  started  near  the  end  of  last  year  has 
progressed  very  well.  The  health  visitor  still  attends  for  one  session 
weekly.  It  has  proved  beneficial  to  both  the  general  practitioner  and  the 
health  visitor  to  be  able  to  see  a problem  together  and  to  discuss  both  the 
medical  and  social,  as  well  as  the  environmental  implications.  This 
appears  in  the  long  run  to  have  been  a saving  in  time  for  both  doctor  and 
health  visitor. 

Health  education,  mothercraft  teaching  and  child  care  have  been  a 
feature  of  the  health  visitors’  function  in  sessions  with  general  practi- 
tioners. 

The  main  feature  of  these  sessions  has  been  the  ready  access  between 
doctor  and  health  visitor  enabling  both  to  discuss  any  medical  or  social 
problem  arising  in  families  in  which  both  are  interested.  Referrals  were 
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Table  16.

made  to  the  health  visitor  regarding  the  general  health  of  all  age  groups. 
In  particular  the  aged  have  been  a source  of  discussions  regarding  needs 
and  possible  aid  to  keep  them  healthy,  ambulant  and  socially  acceptable. 

During  the  year  requests  were  received  for  health  visitors  to  co-operate 
in  six  more  medical  practices  in  widely  separated  parts  of  the  county. 
One  session  a week  was  allowed  to  each  practice.  Eight  health  visitors 
have  covered  these  sessions  and  have  found  the  consultation  with  the 
general  practitioners  in  each  practice  most  helpful  in  their  own  public 
health  work. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

During  the  year  there  were  86  confirmed  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia, 
compared  with  J01  cases  in  1961.  No  deaths  were  registered  from 
puerperal  sepsis. 

According  to  information  received  77  cases  had  in-patient  treatment. 


OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

There  was  one  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  notified.  Vision  was 
unimpaired  after  treatment  at  home. 

The  health  visitors  make  careful  enquiries  into  all  cases  of 
inflammation  of  the  eyes  of  newly-born  children,  and  during  the  year,  in 
addition  to  the  one  case  notified  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  they  reported 
137  such  cases  to  which  they  paid  341  home  visits.  In  133  cases  vision 
was  unimpaired,  115  after  treatment  by  own  doctor  and  18  without 
special  treatment  At  the  end  of  the  year  four  cases  were  still  under 
treatment. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

Smallpox , Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough. — Propaganda  leaflets 
drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be  protected  against  smallpox, 
whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are  sent  to  parents  by  post  when  the 
children  attain  the  age  of  three  months.  Further  propaganda  regarding 
smallpox  vaccination  and  diphtheria  immunisation  is  despatched  when 
children  are  one  year  old  and  for  diphtheria  again  at  4 years  9 months. 
All  such  propaganda  gives  details  of  the  facilities  available  for  vaccination 
and  immunisation. 

Details  in  respect  of  children  vaccinated  and  immunised  are  supplied 
to  the  health  visitors  to  enable  them  to  visit  and  advise  in  respect  of  those 
children  not  so  protected,  and  the  assistant  welfare  medical  officers  also 
give  advice  at  the  child  welfare  centres. 

The  vaccinations  and  immunisations  are  carried  out  by  the  general 
practitioners  at  their  surgeries,  and  the  assistant  welfare  medical  officers 
at  the  child  welfare  centres. 

A diphtheria  immunisation  scheme  was  undertaken  in  schools  in 
the  Billingham  Urban  District  during  the  months  of  October,  November 
and  December.

Tables  17,  18  and  19  give  details  of  the  numbers  vaccinated  and 
immunised  in  the  County. 

Poliomyeltis  Vaccination. — Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was 
continued  during  the  year,  and  with  the  introduction  of  the  ‘'Sabin” 
oral  vaccine  in  March  vaccination  schemes  were  undertaken  in  all  schools 
throughout  the  county  by  the  assistant  county  medical  officers  and  health 
visitors.  These  schemes  included  invitations  to  other  members  of  the 
family  who  were  eligible  for  vaccination. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  330,446  persons  had  received  a primary  course 
of  two  injections  of  “Salk”  vaccine  or  three  doses  of  “Sabin”  oral  vaccine. 
Of  those  vaccinated  with  “Salk”  vaccine  245,542  had  received  their  third 
and  60,154  had  received  then  fourth  re-inforcing  vaccinations  with  the 
“Salk”  or  “Sabin”  vaccine. 

Table  20  gives  details  of  poliomyelitis  vaccinations  carried  out  during 
the  year. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

Fourteen  conventional  ambulances  and  seven  light  sitting-case 
vehicles  were  provided  as  replacements  in  the  ambulance  fleet,  and  an 
order  was  placed  for  the  supply  of  a further  fifteen  conventional  ambu- 
lances. 

In  connexion  with  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  in  the  country  early  in  the 
year,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  ambulance  personnel  to  be  vac- 
cinated, and  items  of  protective  clothing  were  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
drivers,  if  needed.  Fortunately,  the  county  was  not  involved,  but  the 
experience  gained  in  preparing  to  cope  with  the  emergency  was  invaluable. 

During  the  year  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Ambulances 
Sub-Committee  undertook  an  itinerary  of  visits  to  all  depots.  This 
resulted  in  a useful  programme  of  improvements  in  the  provision  of 
equipment,  some  structural  adjustments,  and  in  amenities  and  conditions 
generally. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  steps  were  taken  to  provide  an  extension  of 
emergency  ambulance  cover  in  Consett  and  district  at  week-ends  and 
negotiations  were  completed  with  the  South  Shields  County  Borough 
Council  for  additional  emergency  ambulance  cover  to  be  provided  for  the 
Whitburn  and  Cleadon  areas.  An  improvement  was  effected  in  the  night 
shift  emergency  cover  in  the  Stockton  area  by  appointing  a telephonist  for 
night  duty  which  enabled  a second  ambulance  to  answer  a call  double- 
manned.  Revised  charges  for  their  agency  services  were  agreed  with  the 
West  Hartlepool  County  Borough  Council.  With  Ministry  approval,  the 
establishment  of  drivers  was  increased  by  two  to  enable  an  additional 
ambulance  to  be  operated  on  the  emergency  shift  from  4 p.m.  to  midnight 
at  the  Hebburn  depot  and  arrangements  were  made  to  meet  the  request  of 
the  Durham  Division  of  the  National  Coal  Board  to  provide  emergency 
cover  for  collieries  at  week-ends  where  the  Board  found  difficulty  in 
finding  drivers  to  man  their  own  ambulances.

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Negotiations  were  concluded  with  the  Sunderland  & South  Shields 
Water  Company,  the  Durham  County  Water  Board  and  the  North 
Eastern  Electricity  Board  to  enable  these  undertakings  to  make  use  of  the 
radio  masts  and  the  accommodation  housing  the  radio-telephone  equip- 
ment at  Tow  Law  and  Warden  Law  respectively. 


Special  attention  was  given  to  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  16/62 
dealing  with  maintenance  and  safety  precautions  in  ambulances  ; 
“Porton”  resuscitatois  were  provided  for  use  with  the  ambulances 
scheduled  for  emergency  duties  and  the  vehicles  were  also  fitted  with  the 
blue  all-round  flashing  light. 

Casual  labour  was  again  recruited  to  provide  temporary  driver- 
attendants  during  the  holiday  period  of  the  permanent  driving  staff. 


Liaison  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  trades  union 
representatives  regarding  staff  working  conditions  and  amenities  generally, 
the  salaries  of  the  depot  superintendents  were  revised  and  a new  working 
rota  was  introduced  at  the  Stanley  depot  to  enable  the  men  to  work 
shorter  shifts  at  week-ends.

(a)  Controls. — For  operational  purposes,  the  drivers  and  vehicles 
are  grouped  in  17  unit  areas  and  these  areas  are  further  grouped  into 
five  message  receiving  centre  areas  and  two  agent-control  areas  (for 
details  of  grouping  see  Table  22). 

The  message  receiving  centres  are  in  direct  telephone  communication 
with  the  central  control,  their  functions  being  to  receive  calls  for  ambulance 
transport  and,  after  notifying  headquarters  control  of  the  details,  to  act 
on  the  instructions  of  the  duty  supervisor.  The  message  receiving  centres, 
the  agent-controls,  Hartlepool,  New  Herrington  and  Wheatley  Hill 
depots  and  the  three  out-stations  maintain  a regular  24-hour  cover  to  deal 
with  emergencies,  and  also  provide  vehicles  for  general  service  duties, 
while  the  remaining  seven  depots  provide  vehicles  to  deal  with  general 
service  duties  from  8 a.m.  to  8 p.m.  on  weekdays  and  8 a.m.  to  4 p.m. 
on  Saturdays. 

( b ) Depots. — The  number  of  depots  in  the  scheme  is  18,  comprising 
seven  main  depots,  seven  day  depots,  one  small  coastal  depot,  and  three 
rural  out-stations  covering  Weardale  and  Teesdale. 

(c)  Vehicles. — At  the  end  of  1961  there  were  90  ambulances,  12  light 
sitting-case  vehicles  and  two  cars.

(d)  Staff— 

(i)  Headquarters. — The  staff  was  increased  by  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  W.  McAdam  as  Staff  Officer  to  undertake  duties  in  connexion  with 
the  Civil  Defence  Ambulance  and  First  Aid  Services. 


(ii)  Controls. — The  central  control  is  manned  continuously  by  a 
supervisor  and  staff  of  control  room  assistants  (all  males)  working  on 
a shift  system.  At  four  of  the  message  receiving  centres  a male  telephonist 
is  employed  on  a day  shift,  the  driving  staff  manning  the  telephone  for  the 
balance  of  each  24  hours.  At  the  Stockton  Depot  a night  telephonist 
is  employed. 

(iii)  Driver-attendants. — The  total  number  of  depot  staff  employed  in 
the  service  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  286  (including  14  depot  superin- 
tendents and  32  senior  drivers),  the  same  as  in  1961. 

(iv)  Mechanics. — Four  mechanics  are  employed  and  operate  at 
repair  units  located  at  Crook,  Durham,  Stanley  and  Wheatley  Hill. 

Details  of  the  work  done  in  the  unit  areas  is  shewn  in  Table  23  and 
Table  24  records  work  done  by  the  service  since  inception. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND 
AFTER-CARE. 

Close  liaison  is  maintained  between  the  chest  clinics,  county  health 
visitors  and  the  County  Health  Department.  Voluntary  care  committees 
exist  in  some  areas  and  give  help  outside  the  range  of  official  assistance, 
but  the  need  for  the  establishment  of  such  committees  in  other  chest 
clinic  areas  is  stressed  by  certain  physicians. 

Opinion  is  again  expressed  that,  although  the  tuberculosis  picture 
generally  continues  to  show  improvement  we  cannot  afford  to  relax  our 
preventative  measures.  The  two  main  problems  of  infection  in  the 
elderly  age  group  and  of  immigration  from  countries  with  high  tuber- 
culosis infection  rates  remain  the  source  of  much  concern. 

Dr.  Trail  of  Chester-le-Street  Clinic  states  that  it  is  his  practise  to 
encourage  old  patients,  even  those  regarded  as  healed,  to  attend  the  chest 
clinic  or  mass  radiography  unit  on  a yearly  basis,  so  that  if  there  is  any 
sign  of  a breakdown  occurring,  the  condition  can  be  dealt  with  by  modern 
drug  therapy  very  quickly.  Dr.  Trail  has  no  doubt  that  if  patients  would 
continue  to  take  the  modern  drugs  for  as  long  as  the  chest  physician 
considers  necessary,  the  incidence  of  breakdown  in  future  would  be  almost 
negligible. 

The  co-operation  of  the  patient  is  also  referred  to  by  Dr.  Chalmers  of 
Stockton.  He  states  that  thirteen  of  his  patients  have  an  infection  by 
tubercle  bacilli  which  are  resistant  to  one  or  more  of  the  major  chemo- 
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therapeutic  agents.  The  thirteen  are  all  chronic  cases  where  co-operation 
has  not  been  satisfactory.  Dr.  Chalmers  has  had  no  new  case  with  a 
positive  sputum  where  the  organism  has  proved  to  be  resistant  at  the  first 
examination. 

Contacts. — The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  chest 
physicians. — 


Sunderland  (Dr.  A.  B.  White). 

“418  contacts  from  93  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  examined. 
This  gives  an  average  of  4.5  contacts  per  case  as  compared  with  5.25  per 
case  in  1961,  4.75  per  case  in  1960,tand  4.3  per  case  in  1959.  Eleven  cases 
of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  found  as  a result  of  contact  exam- 
ination. 281  contacts  were  tuberculin  tested  and  234  found  to  be  negative 
were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  whilst  in  three  cases  the  parents  refused 
vaccination.”

Employment. — There  is  continued  co-operation  between  the  Ministry 
of  Labour,  chest  physicians,  medical  officers  of  health  and  employers. 
The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  reports  of  the  chest  physicians. 


Sunderland  (Dr.  A.  B.  White). 

“ Four  cases  were  seen  at  the  Rehabilitation  Clinic  with  the  Disable- 
ment Resettlement  Officer.  One  was  accepted  for  rehabilitation.” 

Stanley  and  Consett  (Dr.  F.  O.  Potter). 

“ Patients  were  advised  regarding  their  employment,  and  if  indicated, 
and  the  patients  agreed,  then  contact  examination  is  offered  to  their 
immediate  associates  at  work.  Re-settlement  clinics  are  held  in  con- 
junction with  the  Labour  Exchange  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
available  to  give  advice  in  placing  doubtful  cases.  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  refers  doubtful  conditions  of  work  to  Chest  Physicians  to  take  up 
with  patient  concerned.  Good  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Industrial 
Medical  Officers  of  the  numerous  local  industries  with  a view  to  the 
discussion  and  solution  of  any  problems  that  may  arise.  It  is  noted  that, 
owing  to  the  changed  industrial  situation,  the  rehabilitation  of  tuberculous 
patients  is  becoming  more  difficult  than  hitherto.” 


Notification. — During  the  year  there  was  one  posthumous  notification 
and  20  cases  died  without  ever  being  notified.  Contacts  of  all  these 
cases  are  followed  up  in  the  usual  way.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  and  AFTER  CARE. 
Summary  of  provision  made  during  1962. 
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Ascertainment  Schemes  for  Early  Cases  among  Children  and  others. — 
Advantage  continues  to  be  taken  of  all  facilities  available  for  routine 
examinations  and  the  chest  physicians  report  good  co-operation  with  the 
paediatric  services. 

Special  Case  Finding  Surveys. — Continued  use  is  made  of  the  mass 
miniature  radiography  service  which  makes  routine  visits  to  most  areas 
of  the  county  twice  yearly.  In  addition,  special  visits  are  made  to  schools, 
works  and  factories,  if  considered  necessary. 

Hostel  Admissions. — Efforts  are  made  to  ensure  that  all  aged  persons 
have  a chest  x-ray  prior  to  admission  to  County  Council  Hostels. 

Resistant  Positive  Cases  of  Tuberculosis. — Special  visiting  and  super- 
vision is  made  by  health  visitors  to  cases  which  are  persistently  found  by 
chest  physicians  to  be  positive  and  whose  germs  are  resistant  to  some  or 
all  of  the  standard  drugs. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. — Routine  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  chest 
physicians  at  the  chest  clinics  and  during  the  year  2,830  contacts  were 
skin  tested  and  1,454  vaccinated. 

Tuberculin  testing  and  vaccination  of  school  children  aged  12  years 
and  upwards  was  undertaken  by  the  assistant  county  medical  officers. 
During  the  year  19,905  school  children  were  skin  tested  and  15,726 
received  vaccination. 

135  students  attending  Further  Education  establishments  were  skin 
tested  and  89  were  vaccinated. 

Extra  Nourishment. — Liquid  milk  is  no  longer  supplied  to  tuberculous 
patients  as  they  can  apply  to  the  National  Assistance  Board  for  a grant 
to  cover  milk  costs. 

Beds  and  Bedding. — These  articles  are  loaned  free  of  charge  to 
tuberculous  patients,  if  the  household  circumstances  justify  assistance. 
Recommendations  are  accepted  from  chest  physicians,  health  visitors, 
district  nurses  or  other  reliable  sources. 

Nursing  Equipment. — A central  store  of  appliances  is  maintained 
in  the  Health  Department  and  a local  store  of  smaller  articles  of  equipment 
at  Hartlepool.  Stores  are  also  maintained  at  Easington  and  Stockton. 
Issues  are  made  on  the  recommendation  of  a doctor,  health  visitor,  district 
nurse  or  almoner.  District  nurses  are  notified  of  all  patients  in  their 
districts  who  have  equipment  on  loan  and  they  maintain  a general  super- 
vision, notifying  the  Health  Department  when  the  equipment  is  no  longer 
required. 

Liaison  with  almoners  of  the  hospitals  receiving  patients  from  the 
administrative  county  is  maintained.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
paraplegics  and  no  charge  is  made  for  equipment  supplied  for  the  use  of 
these  cases. 

Table  25  gives  a summary  of  provision  made  during  1962. 

Occupational  Therapy. — No  occupational  therapist  is  directly 
employed  but  the  services  of  the  welfare  worker  appointed  in  connection 
with  the  scheme  for  the  welfare  of  handicapped  persons  were  available 
during  the  year.  Use  was  made  whenever  possible  of  help  which  could 
be  obtained  from  the  National  Assistance  Board,  Ministry  of  Pensions 
and  voluntary  agencies  such  as  care  committees  and  the  British  Red  Cross. 
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Chiropody  Service. — It  has  been  decided  that  the  chiropody  service 
will  be  restricted  initially  to  persons  of  pensionable  age  and  that  in  the 
first  instance  no  charge  should  be  made  to  such  persons  but  that  the 
position  be  reviewed  after  the  service  has  operated  for  twelve  months. 
One  chiropodist  was  appointed  by  the  Easington  Rural  District  Council 
on  the  30th  April,  1962,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  no  staff  had  been 
obtained  for  the  Stockton  area  or  for  the  area  administered  directly  by 
the  County  Council. 

Chiropodists,  when  appointed,  will  work  in  maternity  and  child 
welfare  centres  and  will  also  be  available  to  supplement  the  service  already 
given  to  residents  in  hostels  provided  under  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948.  Applications  for  treatment  will  be  made  to  me  supported  by  a 
medical  certificate  given  by  the  patient’s  family  doctor  and  appointments 
will  be  made  from  the  Health  Department. 

As  a result  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Amendment)  Act, 
1962,  district  councils  are  no  longer  empowered  to  contribute  directly  to 
voluntary  chiropody  schemes  and  the  County  Council  has  decided  that  all 
organisations  in  the  County  needing  financial  assistance  should  be 
required  to  submit  accounts  set  out  in  a form  which  will  enable  a decision 
to  be  made  on  the  amount  of  grant,  if  any,  which  should  be  paid. 

1,175  treatments  were  given  by  the  chiropodist  employed  in  the 
Easington  Rural  District. 

Meals  on  Wheels. — The  County  Council  makes  grants  of  up  to  50% 
of  the  capital  and  running  costs  of  district  council  schemes  for  the  prov- 
ision of  “ Meals  on  Wheels”  to  old  people.  The  schemes  are  usually 
operated  by  voluntary  organisations,  the  meals  being  supplied  by  hospitals, 
civic  restaurants  or  works  canteens. 


Health  Education. — During  the  year  27  films  covering  a wide  range  of 
relevant  subjects  were  displayed  to  audiences  totalling  761  in  many  parts 
of  the  county.  Groups  to  whom  shows  were  given  were  mothers’  clubs, 
student  health  visitors,  district  midwives  and  professional  and  business 
women’s  clubs. 


A film  strip  projector  has  been  used  to  display  suitable  propaganda 
material  to  audiences  at  welfare  centres. 


Use  has  been  made  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  posters  and  leaflets  on 
Smoking  and  Health  and  these  have  been  displayed  in  County  Council 
clinics  and  child  welfare  centres.  Health  visitors  have  used  the  subject 
“ Smoking  and  Health”  for  health  education  talks  both  in  the  homes  and 
in  child  welfare  centres,  while  the  assistant  welfare  medical  officers  have 
stressed  the  dangers  of  smoking  wherever  possible. 

Convalescent  Homes. — During  the  year  arrangements  were  made,  on 
medical  recommendation,  for  the  admission  of  28  county  patients  to 
convalescent  homes  for  recuperative  holidays  as  follows. —

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In  22  instances  the  County  Council  was  responsible  for  the  full 
maintenance  charges  and  in  the  remaining  six  contributions  were 
required  from  the  patients  or  their  families. 

Sixteen  other  patients,  after  arrangements  were  made,  cancelled 
their  applications  for  various  reasons. 

Survey  of  Leukaemia  in  Adults. — The  assistant  county  medical 
officers  continued  to  undertake  the  work  of  interviewing  cases  and 
controls  and  completing  the  survey  forms. 

The  Elderly  Sick  and  Infirm. — Nursing  equipment  for  the  sickroom  is 
available  for  the  elderly  sick  and  infirm  and,  in  particular,  extensive  use 
is  made,  mostly  during  the  summer  months,  of  a large  stock  of  indoor 
and  outdoor  invalid  chairs. 

The  provision  of  essential  laundering  for  certain  elderly  people  who 
have  been  discharged  from  hospital  or  who,  but  for  such  provision,  would 
require  institutional  care,  has  been  continued,  and  the  “meals  on  wheels” 
service  to  such  people  has  been  extended,  in  conjunction  with  some 
voluntary  and  statutory  bodies . 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  object  of  the  Domestic  Help  Service  is  to  provide  domiciliary 
care  for  the  aged  and  infirm  and  for  cases  of  mental,  physical  or  social 
illness.  The  demand  for  the  service  continues  and  each  year  an  increasing 
number  of  households  benefit,  especially  is  this  so  where  there  are  chronic 
sick,  elderly  and  infirm  people  though  maternity  cases  and  cases  of  acute 
illness  also  increased.  Distressed  families  with  special  problems  were 
also  assisted  and  three  of  them  were  still  receiving  assistance  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  It  is  becoming  clear  that  some  families  need  continuous 
support. 

Home  Helps. — Although  the  home  helps  are  without  specific  training 
they  are  a band  of  practical  social  workers,  whose  duties  may  include 
running  a home,  the  care  of  the  sick  and  the  care  of  children.  They 
comfort  and  counsel  the  people  they  serve  and  are  encouraged  to  have  a 
cheerful  and  optimistic  outlook  as  well  as  sympathetic  understanding  of 
the  needs  of  the  elderly.  When  attending  sufferers  of  tuberculosis  they 
have  regular  x-ray  and  mantoux  tests. 

Organisation. — Apart  from  Easington  and  Stockton  the  county  is 
divided  into  thirteen  areas,  each  supervised  by  an  assistant  organiser  who 
engages  and  places  home  helps  as  well  as  investigating  applications  in  her 
area.  Applications  are  received  from  the  general  public,  medical  and 
nursing  personnel  and  officers  of  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies.  Regular 
visitation  of  households  is  carried  out  to  ensure  the  most  satisfactory  use 
of  the  service  under  changing  conditions.  Three  of  the  assistant  organisers 
attended  a weekend  training  course  arranged  by  the  Institute  ol  Home 
Help  Organisers. 

Talks  on  the  service  were  given  on  four  occasions. 

Charges. — The  charge  for  the  service  is  4/5d.  per  hour  but  the  amount 
payable  may  be  reduced  in  accordance  with  the  scale  of  charges  which 
takes  into  account  the  ability  of  the  family  or  individual  to  pay. 
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The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  accomplished. —

— One  experienced  mental  welfare  officer  attended  a five 
weeks  residential  course  run  by  the  National  Association  foi  Mental 
Health  in  conjunction  with  the  department  of  adult  education  and  extra 
mural  studies.  University  of  Leeds.  Three  members  of  the  junior  training 
centre  staffs  completed  a one  year  training  course  run  by  the  National  Asso- 
ciation for  Mental  Health,  two  of  whom  were  successful  in  obtaining  a 
diploma,  the  third  being  referred  in  practical  work.  One  assistant  and 
four  trainee  assistant  supervisors  commenced  the  one  year  diploma  course 
during  the  year. 

(c)  There  are  no  arrangements  for  joint  use  of  the  services  of  officers 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  or  Hospital  Management  Committees, 
although  patients  on  trial  from  mental  hospitals  were  supervised  by  the 
hospital  concerned.  There  has  been  excellent  co-operation  with  the 
hospital  consultants. 

Account  of  Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community. 

1 . It i relation  to  Mentally  Subnormal  Persons. 

(a)  Ascertainment. — Cases  are  notified  by  school  medical  officers, 
child  welfare  medical  officers,  private  practitioners,  hospital  staffs,  health 
visitors  and  social  workers.  As  already  stated,  greater  use  was  made  of 
the  hospital  out-patient  facilities  for  the  diagnosis  of  mental  subnormality, 
and  consultants  advice  on  prognosis  and  disposal  of  the  case.  Valuable 
assistance  is  being  given  by  the  Superintendent  and  staff  of  Prudhoe 
Hospital  in  assessing  the  suitability  of  entrants  for  admission  to  Lanchester 
Residential  Adult  Training  Centre.  A scheme  put  into  operation  in  1960 
for  routine  testing  of  all  infants  born  in  the  County  to  detect  cases  of 
phenylketonuria  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year. 

(b)  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  the  Local

(c)  On  the  31st  December,  1962  there  were  3,536  mentally  subnormal 
persons  on  the  register,  giving  an  ascertainment  figure  of  3.67  per  1,000 
population  in  the  administrative  county  area. 

During  the  year  175  cases  were  added  to  the  County  Council  register, 
compared  with  178  added  to  the  register  last  year. 

id)  Supervision. — The  supervision  of  mentally  sub-normal  persons  is 
carried  out  mainly  by  health  visitors  who  made  6,815  visits  to  2,074 
persons  during  the  year.  Of  the  mentally  sub-normal  known  to  this 
authority,  20  have  given  birth  to  children  during  this  period,  6 while 
unmarried,  7 persons  have  been  married. 

Whilst  the  majority  of  subnormals  in  the  county  have  continued  to  be 
supervised  by  health  visitors,  the  supervision  of  a number  of  adult  males 
has  been  taken  over  by  mental  welfare  officers  and  it  is  intended  that  this 
practice  will  extend. 
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(e)  Guardianship. — There  is  one  guardianship  case,  this  being  a youth 
aged  19  who  was  placed  under  the  guardianship  of  his  father  by  County 
Quarter  Sessions.  This  youth  has  been  supervised  by  a mental  welfare 
officer.

In  addition  eight  children  attended  as  day  pupils  at  Prudhoe  and 
Monkton  Hospital  and  eight  at  Earl’s  House  Hospital. 

Transport  to  the  centres,  mid-morning  milk  and  mid-day  meals  are 
provided  at  each  centre,  while  routine  regular  dental  and  medical  exam- 
inations are  carried  out  on  all  pupils. 

(g)  Lanchester  Senior  Training  Centre. — The  adult  residential  training 
centre  at  Lanchester  which  provides  accommodation  for  26  male  sub- 
normals admitted  the  first  trainees  in  February,  1962,  and  there  were  20 
residents  on  the  31st  December,  1962. 

The  hostel  part  of  the  centre  which  comprises  bedroom  accommo- 
dation, bathrooms,  kitchen,  attendant’s  room,  lounges  and  recreation 
room  and  staff  quarters,  was  converted  fiom  cottages  previously  used  as 
a home  by  the  children’s  department.  A purpose  built  industrial  centre 
with  two  work  rooms,  stores  and  toilets  has  been  constructed  in  the 
grounds  at  the  rear  of  the  Cottage  Homes. 

The  centre  has  already  become  a part  of  the  village  and  the  trainees 
have  been  accepted  in  every  respect  by  the  local  residents.  The  trainees 
have  settled  down  extremely  well  and  there  is  a friendly  family  atmosphere 
in  the  hostel. 

Progress  has  been  made  with  training  under  the  manager  who  is  an 
experienced  occupational  therapist.  To  begin  with  much  of  the  work  was 
of  an  occupational  nature  e.g.  rug  and  stool  making.  Later,  equipment 
was  made  for  junior  training  centres  run  by  the  Health  Department  and  a 
start  has  also  been  made  on  more  productive  work  such  as  wood  bund- 
ling and  the  manufacture  of  X-ray  envelopes.  It  is  hoped  to  expand  this 
type  of  work  during  1963  and  a woodworking  machine  and  drill  ave  been 
ordered  to  facilitate  this. 

(h)  Easington.— Pending  the  erection  of  the  adult  training  centre  part 
of  the  junior  training  centre  was  allocated  for  use  by  adults  on  the  5th 
February,  1962.  Eleven  adults  were  attending  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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(0  Hospital  Admissions. — During  the  year  6 patients  were  admitted 
to  hospitals  under  Order  and  90  were  admitted  informally  under  the 
provisions  of  Circular  H.M.  (58)5.  During  the  whole  of  the  year  72 
patients  were  admitted  to  hospitals  for  short-term  care  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  Circular  5/52  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Details  of  all 
admissions  are  given  in  Table  26. 

2.  In  relation  to  Mentally  III  Persons. 

During  the  year,  the  mental  welfare  officers,  at  the  request  of  the 
medical  practitioners  or  the  police,  investigated  cases  under  the  Mental 
Health  Act,  1959,  and  Table  26  gives  details  of  admissions  arranged  by 
them.  (It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  these  totals  do  not  include  all 
hospital  admissions.)  20  cases  investigated  were  not  removed  to  hospital. 

There  has  been  continued  liaison  and  co-operation  with  mental 
hospitals  throughout  the  year.  On  the  31st  December,  397  patients 
were  being  supervised  by  mental  welfare  officers.  During  the  year  eight 
mental  welfare  officers  were  granted  car  allowances  which  has  facilitated 
their  work,  particularly  after-care,  considerably.  The  practice  of  mental 
welfare  officers  attending  psychiatric  out-patient  clinics  has  been  extended 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  extend  even  further  during  the  coming  year. 

The  social  worker  visited  cases  and  gave  advice  and  support  to 
patients  and  relatives. 

A local  association  affiliated  to  the  National  Association  for  Menta 
Health  was  formed  in  Durham  City  early  in  1962.  Some  fifty  people 
have  joined  and  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  throughout  the  year 
with  the  aim  of  creating  an  informed  public  of  all  aspects  of  mental 
health  by  means  of  films,  talks  and  discussions.  The  association  has  also 
made  plans  to  open  a social  club  for  patients  and  ex-patients  eaily  in  1963

WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED  AND  HOMELESS. 

Residential  Accommodation. — At  the  end  of  the  year  1,028  persons 
were  being  provided  with  accommodation,  an  increase  of  48  on  the 
number  in  residence  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  31st  December  was 
399  compared  with  398  in  1961. 

During  the  year,  two  new  hostels  were  opened,  Essyn  House,  Easing- 
ton  (40  beds)  and  Boldon  House,  East  Boldon  (45  beds).  The  first 
residents  were  admitted  to  Essyn  House  on  the  5th  February  and  to 
Boldon  House  on  the  28th  May,  1962. 

Additional  Hostels. — Five  new  hostels  are  in  process  of  erection  at 
Bishop  Auckland,  Newton  Aycliffe,  Stockton,  Seaham  and  Durham.

During  the  year  the  names  of  223  blind  persons  were  added  to  the 
register  including  14  blind  persons  transferred  into  the  county  from  other 
areas.  Following  surgical  treatment  sight  was  restored  to  10  persons 
previously  registered  as  blind,  4 being  re-classified  as  partially  sighted, 
while  6 were  certified  neither  blind  nor  partially  sighted.  During  the 
period  under  review  256  blind  persons  died  or  left  the  county  area. 

The  five  part-time  ophthalmologists  appointed  by  the  County  Council 
examined  365  cases  referred  to  them  while  in  addition  one  form  B.D.8

Of  the  23  cases  of  glaucoma  included  in  the  table  above  and  certified 
blind,  five  had  not  received  treatment  for  this  condition  prior  to  the 
completion  of  Form  B.D.8. 

In  all  cases  of  cataract,  glaucoma  or  any  other  disability,  a letter 
is  addressed  to  the  patient’s  private  doctor  informing  him  of  the  findings 
and  the  recommendations  of  the  ophthalmologist.  At  the  same  time  an 
offer  is  made  for  the  case  to  be  referred  to  the  ophthalmology  department 
of  the  nearest  hospital,  subsequent  progress  being  notified  to  the  medical 
practitioner  as  and  when  it  becomes  knov/n  to  this  department.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  the  medical  practitioners  avail  themselves  of  this  offer, 
and  the  arrangements  have  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily. 

(c)  Employment. — A consultative  employment  panel  consisting  of 
the  Manager  of  the  Workshops  for  the  Blind,  Group  Disablement  Resettle- 
ment Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  Placement  Officer  of  the  Royal 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Supervisor  of  the  North  Regional  Assoc- 
iation of  the  Blind  and  the  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  met  during 
the  year.  Individual  cases  were  considered  and  interviewed  with  a view 
to  determining  the  most  appropriate  methods  of  rehabilitation  training  or 
resettlement.  Valuable  and  very  ready  assistance  was  also  given  at  othei 
times  by  the  Supervisor  of  the  North  Regional  Association  of  the  Blind.

On  the  31st  December  the  number  of  trained  but  unemployed  blind 
persons  was  12. 


High  Myopia. — It  has  been  the  practice  for  many  years  for  the  school 
health  service  to  notify  the  Health  Department  of  all  school  leavers 
suffering  from  high  myopia  who  are  not  registered  blind  or  partially 
sighted  persons.  These  cases  are  followed  up  by  health  visitors  to  ensure 
that  the  children  continue  to  wear  suitable  spectacles  and  obtain  replace- 
ments where  necessary.  Advice  and  assistance  is  given  regarding  suitable 
employment. 

(d)  Home  Teaching  Service. — There  are  15  home  teachers  for  the 
blind  in  the  county  area  of  whom  three  are  registered  blind  persons.  They 
visit  regularly,  teach  Braille  or  Moon  type  and  act  as  general  purpose 
social  workers  for  all  blind  persons  on  the  register.  Each  of  the  home 
teachers  in  the  northern  area  and  five  in  the  southern  area  hold  classes 
for  teaching  handicrafts. 

(e)  Social  Centres. — Seven  centres  are  established  and  operating  in 
the  county.  Great  interest  was  shown  in  the  various  activities  by  the 
blind  persons,  helpers  and  friends.  The  home  teachers  provide  help  and 
guidance  at  these  centres  when  necessary. 

(/)  Placement  Service. — By  arrangement  with  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  use  was  made  of  their  placement  officer  in  finding 
and  placing  suitable  persons  in  open  industry. 

(g)  Holidays. — The  Health  Committee  provided  a week's  holiday  at 
Whitby  for  15  deaf  blind  persons,  together  with  attendants.  Detailed 
arrangements  for  the  holiday  were  made  by  the  North  Regional  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Blind. 

(h)  Homes  for  the  Blind. — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  41  blind 
persons  in  homes  for  the  blind,  35  being  residents  in  Palatine  House, 
Durham  (the  County  Council’s  hostel  for  the  blind)  and  six  living  in  homes 
outside  the  county. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  651  males  and  516  females  on  the 
register.  This  is  an  increase  of  216  within  the  last  year. 
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There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  implementation  of  the 
County  Council’s  scheme  under  Section  29  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  in  that  the  County  is  now  served  by  three  Social  Workers  and  one 
Occupational  Therapist.  The  number  of  social  clubs  for  the  physically 
handicapped  sponsored  by  the  Durham  County  Association  for  the 
Welfare  of  the  Physically  Handicapped  was  increased  during  the  year  by 
one,  making  a total  of  fourteen.  These  Clubs  continue  to  be  invaluable 
as  meeting  places  for  the  physically  handicapped,  where  they  can  take 
part  in  social  as  well  as  handicraft  activities  and  meet  the  county  social 
workers.  Adaptations  to  houses  to  secure  the  greater  comfort  or  con- 
venience of  the  physically  handicapped  continue  to  be  carried  out  on  an 
increasing  scale,  and,  where  Council  houses  are  involved,  the  work  is  done 
by  the  Local  Housing  Authority,  the  County  Council  making  a fifty  per 
cent.  contribution  towards  the  cost. 

With  the  agreement  of  the  Education  Committee,  the  Health  Committee 
were  able  to  sponsor  another  holiday  scheme  for  physically  handicapped 
persons,  which,  on  this  occasion,  was  held  at  Windlestone  Hall  (special 
residential  school)  during  the  period  3rd — 29th  August.  Sixty-two 
handicapped  persons  had  a holiday  at  Windlestone  Hall  during  the  four- 
week  period.  The  majority  of  these  handicapped  persons  were  conveyed 
to  Windlestone  Hall  by  ambulance,  lire  remainder  finding  their  own  way 
in  motor-propelled  tricycles  or  in  privately  owned  cars.  The  British  Red 
Cross  Society  carried  out  the  day-today  administration,  provided  food 
and  staff,  and  the  venture  was  a great  success.  For  a number  of  patients 
it  was  their  first  holiday,  and  the  British  Red  Cross  staff  are  again  to  be 
congratulated  on  their  magnificent  effort.  Having  proved  once  again 
that  this  type  of  project  can  be  successfully  carried  out  in  the  county,  the 
committee  agreed  that,  if  at  all  possible,  similar  arrangements  be  made  in 
subsequent  years. 

The  occupational  therapist  visits  handicapped  persons  in  their  own 
homes,  trains  and  assists  them  in  various  crafts.  A further  grant  was  made 
to  the  Durham  County  Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped,  to 
help  them  further  their  work. 

Two  adults  continue  to  attend  the  “ Day  Work  Centre”  at  the 
Percy  Hedley  School  for  Spastics.

The  County  Council  scheme  under  Section  29 

of  the  National 

Assistance  Act  approved  by  the  Minister  on  the  27th  September,  1952, 
operates  throughout  the  County.  Most  of  the  work  is  carried  out  on  an 
agency  agreement  by  the  Northumberland  and  Durham  Mission  to  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  for  the  northern  part  of  the  county  and  the  South  Durham 
and  North  Yorkshire  Association  for  the  Deaf  for  the  southern  part  of 
the  county.  Welfare  Officers  visit  and  look  after  the  general  welfare  of 
registered  persons.  Five  hard  of  hearing  clubs  operate  throughout  the 
county  to  which  the  County  Council  make  a grant  for  administration, 
maintenance  charges  and  equipment.  At  the  end  of  the  yeai  the  number 
of  persons  registered  as  deaf  or  hard  of  hearing  was  864  classified  as

TUBERCULOSIS. 

INCIDENCE  AND  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
received  during  the  year  was  425  and  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  61, 
compared  with  418  and  74  respectively  in  1961.  (See  tables  30-35).  The 
total  notifications  for  the  year  6 486)  show  a reduction  of  6,  compared 
with  1961  and  give  an  incidence  rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  of 
0.50  per  1,000  population,  the  rate  for  1961  being  0.52. 

Table  37  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis 
under  relevant  age  periods  and  in  separate  county  districts  and  areas.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

Tables  40  to  44  give  particulars  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
occurring  during  the  year,  and  the  mortality  from  the  principal  infective 
diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  145  cases  and  no  death.  The  correspond- 
ing figures  for  1961  were  274  cases  and  no  death. 

Whooping  Cough. — The  number  of  cases  (443)  decreased  by  226 
when  compared  with  the  previous  year.  There  was  no  death  in  1962 
compared  with  one  in  1961. 

Diphtheria. — For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  there  was  no  confirmed 
case. 


Measles. — The  number  of  cases,  2,547,  showed  a decrease  of  15,713. 
No  death  was  registered.  The  case  rate  was  3 per  1,000  population. 

Pneumonia. — Notified  cases  decreased  from  377  in  1961  to  233  in 
1962.  There  were  775  deaths  recorded. 

Meningococcal  Infection. — During  the  year  there  were  8 cases  and 
17  deaths.  In  1961  the  figures  were  9 cases  and  3 deaths. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — A decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  from  14  to 
12  was  recorded.  No  death  was  registered  compared  to  2 in  1961. 

Acute  Encephalitis. — 2 cases  were  notified  and  one  death  was  recorded. 

Dysentery. — A total  of  283  cases  occurred,  a increase  of  one  case 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. — There  was  one  case  and  no  death,  compared 
with  2 cases  and  no  death  in  the  previous  year. 

Paratyphoid  Fever. — In  1961  there  was  one  case  compared  with  4 this 
year.  No  death  was  recorded  in  either  year.

— There  was  no  outbreak  of  major  importance  during 
the  year,  27  confirmed  cases  being  recorded,  compared  with  54  in  the 
previous  year. 


Influenza. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  58,  equal  to  a death- 
rate  of  0.06  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  48  deaths  and  a death- 
rate  of  0.05  in  1961. 


Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  (under  2 years  of  age). — Deaths  registered  (14) 
and  the  death-rate  (0.015  per  1,000  population)  were  more  than  last  year 
when  6 deaths  occurred  giving  a death-rate  of  0.006.  The  rate  per  1,000 
live  births  was  0.78  compared  with  0.34  in  1961. 


Reimbursement  of  Notification  Fees. — In  accordance  with  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  County  Council  reimbursed  £478  16s.  Od. 
to  district  councils  for  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  fees  paid  to 
medical  practitioners.  In  1961  the  sum  reimbursed  was  £2,517  3s.  Od. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  venereal  diseases  treatment  centres  are  administered  by  hospital 
management  committees  and  the  figures  in  Table  45  have  been  compiled 
from  returns  submitted  by  hospitals  where  such  clinics  are  held,  and  are  in 
respect  of  patients  from  the  administrative  county  who  attended  during 
the  year. 


As  no  suitable  applicant  was  available  for  the  post  of  social  worker, 
arrangements  for  this  work  to  be  undertaken  by  three  health  visitors  as 
a normal  part  of  their  duties  were  continued.

Details  of  the  results  of  all  examinations  of  samples  of  milk  are 
given  in  Table  49. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Section  31. — Samples  of  milk  are  being 
obtained  and  submitted  for  biological  examination.  The  results  of  1 65 
samples  have  been  received  and  are  shown  in  table  49.  The  positive 
results  refer  to  samples  of  raw  milk  which  on  examination  showed  Brucella 
Abortus  to  be  present.  In  five  cases  the  milk  was  produced  on  farms 
within  the  County  and  in  two  cases  on  farms  outside  the  County.  In 
conjunction  with  officials  of  the  Health  Departments  of  the  local  author- 
ities concerned  appropriate  action  was  taken. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  reported  that  eight 
samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  either  deficient  in  milk  fat  or  showed 
evidence  of  added  water.  It  was  decided  that  three  cases  were  suitable 
to  take  before  the  Justices.  One  case  was  referred  to  the  National 
Agricultural  Advisory  Service  and  the  other  four  offenders  received 
warning  letters.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Copies  of  results  of  analyses  of  water  samples  taken  by  local  auth- 
orities are  sent  to  the  County  Health  Department  and  where  necessary 
further  investigations  are  carried  out.  Of  573  samples  taken,  55  were 
classified  as  unsatisfactory.  These  unsatisfactory  samples  were  generally 
from  individual  spring  or  well  supplies  to  isolated  farms  or  dwellings, 
and  in  a number  of  instances  were  repeat  samples  of  those  reported  in 
previous  years.  Routine  samples  of  supplies  to  schools,  kitchens,  dailies 
and  similar  establishments  continue  to  be  taken  by  officers  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  have  proved  generally  satisfactory . Where  adverse  reports 
were  received  they  came  from  local  supplies  subject  to  variation  in  quality 
and  quantity  due  to  extreme  weathei  changes. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  major  undertakings  in  the 
administrative  county  during  the  year.  As  a further  step  towards  the 
policy  of  regrouping,  local  authorities  undertakings  have  been  transferred 
to  Water  Boards  as  follows. — 

Weaidale  R.D  .C.  Bishop  Auckland  U.D.C.  and  part  of  Barnard 
Castle  R.D.C.  to  Durham  County  Water  Board. 

Barnard  Castle  U.D.C.  and  part  of  Barnard  Castle  R.D.C.  to  the 
Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  completion  of  the  Selset  Reservoir  Develop- 
ment Scheme  and  new  filtration  plant  at  Lartington  will  have  an  effect  on 
removing  discolouration  from  the  supply  to  the  Barnard  Castle  U.D. 
Progress  is  being  made  in  the  construction  of  the  new  Derwent  Reservoir 
made  necessary  by  the  increasing  demand  for  water  and  recurrent 
shortages  in  certain  districts  in  the  County. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Routine  inspections  of  existing  disposal  works  and  those  under 
construction  continue  to  be  made.  A number  of  schemes  to  replace 
over-loaded  and  defective  works  and  to  enable  the  continued  development 
of  housing  and  industrial  estates,  have  been  submitted  by  local  authorities 
for  consideration.  Investigations  have  been  carried  out  in  each  case  and 
appropriate  recommendations  made.
